A small gathering of local library lovers and history buffs turned out to 
celebrate the 100th anniversary of the Lawson Library building. It is one 
of the original Blue Mountains Shire office sites and an important building 
in the North Lawson heritage precinct located on the corner of San Jose 
Avenue and Loftus Street. 

The building first opened exactly one hundred years ago on 8 May, 1 91 5 
to a fanfare from the Blackheath Brass Band playing God Save the King. 

At the original opening guests witnessed the unveiling of a stone in 
commemoration of William Cox and the centenary of the opening of 
the road across the Blue Mountains. The ceremony to mark the 1 00 year 
anniversary of the building was less formal with visitors treated to cake 
and tea.

Building Bridges 

Blue Mountains City Council has completed an important link in the 
popular Prince Henry Cliff Walk, replacing the historic Buttenshaw Bridge 
at Elysian Rock, Leura.

The challenging task of constructing a 1 4 metre steel bridge across a 
deep rock chasm on the edge of a sheer sandstone escarpment was made 
possible with a $78,000 grant from the NSW Government Metropolitan 
Greenspace Program to upgrade the Prince Henry Cliff Walk, with 
matching funds from Council's Environment Levy. 

The Prince Henry Cliff Walk at Leura forms part of a much larger multi 
day walk between Wentworth Falls and Mt Victoria which has been made 
possible by Council's recent construction of the shared path between 
Katoomba and Medlow Bath that will be known as the Grand Cliff Top 
Walk. 

The Grand Clifftop Walk comprises scenic walking tracks and lookouts 
on the southern escarpment between Wentworth Falls and Katoomba. 

Bathurst 

Calleen Art Award 

Attracting 308 entries from across the country, the 201 5 Calleen Art 
Award and Central West Regional Art Award showcased the 55 finalists at 
a gala opening event. 


More than 1 1 0 people attended the opening night, commencing with a 
reception including the announcement of the winners in the Cowra Civic 
Centre, before heading over to a special preview of the finalists exhibition 
at the Cowra Regional Art Gallery. 

The winner of the 2015 acquisitive Calleen Art Award is Yvonne Boag 
for her large abstract landscape painting titled Pathway, Namsan Park, 
part of a series of works based on her visits over four seasons to Mason 
Parkin Seoul, South Korea. Yvonne received $19,000 in prize money from 
the Calleen Trust and her winning painting joins the Calleen Art Collection 
at the Cowra Regional Art Gallery. 

The 201 5 Central West Regional Art Award was presented to Bathurst 
artist Nic Mason for her portrait painting of her daughter titled Caitlin. 

This is a non-acquisitive award worth $2,500 in prize money and as a first 
time winner of the award Nic Mason will also have the opportunity of a 
solo exhibition at the Cowra Regional Art Gallery. 

Inaugural Winner 

Heritage conservation consultant and immediate past Chair of the ACT 
Heritage Council Duncan Marshall has been announced as the inaugural 
winner of the Bathurst Macquarie Heritage Medal at a dinner in Bathurst 
this evening. 

Four nominees from three states were nominated for the inaugural 
national $25,000 award.

Bathurst, Australia's oldest inland European settlement, celebrating its 
bicentenary year in 201 5, is staking its claim on history and heritage in 
awarding the inaugural Bathurst Macquarie Heritage Medal, funded by 
Bathurst Regional Council. 

Mayor of Bathurst Cr Gary Rush said Council created the award to 
recognise the protection, enhancement and promotion of Australia's 
heritage and help raise awareness about the immense value of 
celebrating and acknowledging the people, places and events that have 
shaped us today. 

Honeyeater 

Bathurst Regional Council has been successful in receiving funding 
from the NSW Environmental Trust for a project titled "Restoring Regent 
Honeyeater Habitat in the Bathurst Region". 

The Regent Honeyeater is listed as critically endangered under the NSW 
Threatened Species Conservation Act, 1995 with estimates of remaining 
numbers being between 800 and 2,000 birds. The major threat to this 
bird is the loss of habitat, particularly in open woodland and riparian 
casuarina forests. 

Council's restoration project will be conducted over three years and 
will involve weed control, willow removal and planting of a selection of 
local provenance plant species that are known to be associated with the 
critically endangered Regent Honeyeater. Works will be based along 
1,000 metres of the Macquarie River in the area upstream of Rankens 
Bridge (Eglinton Bridge). 

Past Train 

Mayor of Bathurst Cr Gary Rush will officially accept a significant cultural 
gift from the Hennessy family, the model railway layout of the Bathurst to 
Tarana railway line, on Monday 20 April, 201 5. 

The layout, the creation of Paul and Bonny Hennessy, is reputed to be the 
largest HO scale layout in Australia, which was brought to life by John 
Brown, a well-known New South Wales modeller. 

There is approximately 3,500 metres of track and is a re-creation of the 
main line, stations and bridges between Bathurst and Tarana including 
the Bathurst Station building yards, Kelso, Raglan, Brewongle and 
Locksley Stations, the Tarana Bridge over the Macquarie River, the three 
arch bridge at Brewongle and the branch line to Oberon (from Tarana). 


Hawkesbury 

Regional Alliance 

Blue Mountains, Hawkesbury and Penrith City Councils are taking the next 
step to explore a new strategic alliance which aims to support regional 
cooperation and strengthen the long term future of each council. 

None of the three Councils have been targeted for amalgamation 
under the NSW Government's 'Fit for the Future' reform package, but each 
Council is required to demonstrate that it has the scale and capacity to be 
financially sustainable and can deliver efficient and effective services in 
the long term. 

Penrith Mayor Councillor Ross Fowler 0AM said, "Through this 
proposed Regional Strategic Alliance the three Councils can look to do 
things together more effectively to save money and improve services for 
their respective communities." 

Hawkesbury Mayor Councillor Kim Ford believes the development of a 
strategic alliance would give the Councils a stronger voice to advocate for 
major regional initiatives such as economic development, tourism, waste 
management, environmental protection, urban development, recreation, 
infrastructure and procurement. 

Blue Mountains Mayor Councillor MarkGreenhill said, "A regional 
alliance is worth exploring as one way to improve the outcomes for our 
respective communities. It could offer opportunities for participating 
Councils to be more competitive in securing funding and to work in 
partnership on projects that are beyond the capacity of individual 
councils, for the benefit of all three local government areas". 

Visitor guide 

The new'Discover the Hawkesbury' visitor guide was officially launched 
at the Hawkesbury Regional Gallery by The Hon. Stuart Ayres MP, Minister 
for Trade, Tourism and Major Events and Minister for Sport. 

The Mayor of Hawkesbury, Councillor Kim Ford believes the guide is set 
to place the Hawkesbury as a reawakened destination for tourism. 

"It is the outcome of a collaborative project between Hawkesbury 
City Council, the University of Western Sydney (UWS) and local business 
owners," Councillor Ford said. 

Two local UWS interns have created and designed the visitor guide as 
a promotional tool that reflects the changes in the way print media is 
used by the market. The result is an innovative approach to advertising.

According to Councillor Ford, the visitor guide is a great example of 
what a collaborative effort can achieve.

The result is not 
only a magnificent publication but a wonderful professional development 
experience for local UWS students Anneke Jasinski and Samantha Bell, 
who are studying Visual Design within the School of Humanities and 
Communication Arts. 

HeyTosser 

Council has secured $90,000 in funding from the NSW Environmental 
Protection Authority to rollout the 'HeyTosser' program which focuses on 
litter prevention in the Hawkesbury. 

The 'HeyTosser' program targets littering in three identified litter hotspots: 
Windsor Street, Richmond; North Richmond Shopping Centre car park. 

North Richmond; and McDonalds/KFC car park at McGraths Hill. These sites 
were identified after Council conducted a litter audit across the Hawkesbury. 

The 'HeyTosser' campaign features the installation of new garbage 
bins and cigarette butt bins, as well as an education campaign aimed at 
reducing the incidents of litter in the area.

Support Springvale 

The Mayor of Lithgow City Council has encouraged local residents to 
show its support for the application by Centennial Coal for the Springvale 
Mine Project Extension application currently before the Planning 
Assessment Commission. 

"We are all well aware of the difficult period that the Lithgow 
community has had in recent times with the economy tightening, world 
coal prices dropping and the loss of local jobs, including those from 
the recently closed Angus Place Mine" said Lithgow City Council Mayor, 
Councillor Maree Statham. 

"Unfortunately we now face another very serious challenge where 
Centennial Coal is seeking to extend the life of the Springvale Mine by 
renewing its current planning consent." 

"The Springvale Mine employs in excess of 300 direct jobs, most of 
whom live in the Lithgow Local Government Area, added to this is the 
critical nature of Springvale Mine coal supply to Mt Piper Power Station" 
said Mayor Statham. 

"This project means a lot to the people of the Lithgow region and I 
would implore residents to express their support for this project."

Pear's History 

Molong has celebrated its place in the development of the Packham 
Triumph Pear. 

Merle Parrish (CWA Champion Cook and Master Chef Mentor) cooked 
a Pear and Spice Cake with the Packham Pear at the Molong Community 
Hall, Bank Street, Molong. 

The 'Packham's Triumph' pear was developed in 1 896 in Molong by 
Charles Henry Packham after many years of experimentation. Recognised 
immediately as an outstanding fruit, the pear is still one of the most 
popular pears in Australia today. 

Local reports in the early 1 900s extolled the virtues of the fruit as "It is a 
triumph in the pear culture - the flavour being quite unique - a beautiful 
sugary flavour, yet sufficiently tart to prevent it becoming insipid-melting, 
juicy and pleasantly perfumed". 

The Molong Historical Museum has the small wooden knife on display 
which tells the story of how trees were grafted in 1 896 to create new 
varieties of fruit. 

Orange Base Hospital 

Orange City Council has signed an agreement with Health Infrastructure 
for the purchase of the old Orange Base Hospital. 

Orange Mayor John Davis said the deal was about taking a controlling 


interest in a development opportunity. 

"This is a once in a lifetime opportunity. It is an entire city block close to 
the CBD. There are great opportunities to retrofit parts of the old hospital 
and to create new types of residential living not generally offered in 
regional cities," Cr Davis said. 

"We have a master plan offering commercial opportunities, higher 
residential densities, apartment living and terrace housing." 

The sale price of the 2.1 hectare hospital sites is $3.3 million Council will 
pay Health Infrastructure $1 million and $2.3 million will be retained to 
cover the costs of demolition and remediation. 

Stage one involves demolition and remediation across the site. This will 
require development consent. 

The Story of Orange 

The search begins for objects that will help tell the rich history of the 
Orange region and local residents are being asked to search their attic for 
treasures from the past. 

Planning is under way for the first round of temporary exhibitions to be 
displayed in the new Orange Regional Museum which is due to be open 
next year. Exhibition planners are now looking for artifacts which could fit 
in with the first series of displays. 

To help compile a list of the possible historic objects through the 
region, a series of'casting call'sessions will be held in the coming 
months where local residents can bring in their historic object to be 
assessed. After the session, the resident would then take their object 
home. They may be contacted again once the exhibition is being 
assembled. 

Cenotaph Renovation 

With the installation of two statues. Orange City Council's refurbishment 
of the Cenotaph in Robertson Park has been completed. 

The statues were created by Newcastle-based artist Julie Squires, who 
arranged for actual WW1 uniforms to be borrowed from the War Memorial 
in Canberra, which were then 3D scanned to make the bronze figures. 

The refurbishments also include an improved marble-tiled platform 
around the cenotaph, as well as better access with the addition of stairs, 
hand-rails and a ramp.

Mulch well to 
help retain moisture. Pruning generally not required although removing 
spent flower heads encourages more profuse flowering. Apply a slow 
release fertiliser in early spring for optimum performance.

Months of 
preparation and planting went into the new garden, which incorporates 
conifers and heath and heather plants with lush lawn areas between the 
garden beds. 

The new garden beds are located near the amphitheatre and provide 
an eye catching journey to the chapel which overlooks all that Mayfield 
Garden has to offer. 


Plants Saved 

A quest to save 1 5 endangered plants from extinction and 
raise awareness about conservation saw 30 Royal Botanic 
Gardens & Centennial Parklands staff set off on a gruelling 
treks totalling 380kms. 

"The 1 5 plants the Save a Species Walk 201 5 teams would like 
to save face imminent extinction" aid Dr Brett Summerell, Deputy 
Executive Director, Science and Conservation. 

There's a sense of urgency as we're faced with the grim reality 
of a worldwide increase in plant extinctions from threats such as 
pathogens, bushfires and urbanisation. 

It costs $2000 to save each plant, the money covers the cost 
of collecting plant specimens and storing seeds at the Australian 
PlantBank. 

So far the community has helped us raise just over $16,000 but 
their target is $30,000. Three Save a Species Walk 201 5 teams started 
from different locations early in the morning with each route leading 
teams back to the Australian PlantBank in Mount Annan.

Mountaineer 

obert Wainwright has been a journalist for 25 
years, rising from the grassroots of country 
journalism in Western Australia to a senior writer 
with The Sydney Morning Herald. His latest book 
was launched and called Maverick Mountaineer: 
George Ingle Finch, the wild colonial boy who 
took on the British Alpine establishment. 

It is about George Ingle Finch who grew up 
in Orange in the 1 890s and fell in love with the 
idea of mountains while chasing wallabies up 
Mt Canobolas on a dewy morning in the spring 
of 1 902. His family had established Nubrygyn 
Station near Molong in the 1 840s and he went 
to school at Wolaroi. 

His family travelled to Europe for a holiday 
when he was 14 years old and stayed. He then 
became one of the great mountaineers of his 
era paving the way for Hilaryis climb of Everest, 
oxygen masks for climbing and puffer jackets. 
But that is not all. He became a scientist, 
inventor and father to actor Peter Finch.

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S he has a career some people would die for, but Blue Mountains 
lawyer Rachel Roberts says her idea of success is making food 
people will remember long after they eat it. And although she's no 
master chef, she has pledged to host a dinner every month this year. 

Rachel, who has no formal experience in the kitchen whatsoever, is 
cooking her way through the entire 201 5 De Bortoli Calendar. What's 
more, she's even convinced the De Bortoli family to provide free of charge 
a years worth of wines to match the menu. 

What began as a pet project has begun to steam roll, with celebrity 
chef Matt Moran apparently contacting her online during her January 
dinner party to politely tell her that she had burnt his seafood pie. 

And other equally high profile chefs have joined in, fascinated by the 
amateur experiment. 

Apparently for many years now, the De 
Bortoli family have published a calendar 
featuring a classic Italian recipe paired with a 
different wine. Some are simple rustic pieces 
easily whipped up on a busy week night while 
others are deceptively difficult. Rachel first 
discovered the delectable calendar five years 


ago when, along with three friends, the group cooked their way through 
the entire publication. 

"It was a really fun thing to do. Each month, we hosted a dinner 
party and cooked the monthly recipe featured in the calendar. It was 
always loads of laughs with the odd dramatic cooking disaster to liven 
things up," explains Rachel. 

" During the course of 201 0, 1 became friends with the De Bortoli family 
who are just a really lovely, warm and welcoming group of people." 

But unfortunately Rachel and her cooking friends group went their 
separate ways. Late last year, Rachel was up in the Hunter Valley to see 
the Rolling Stones and visited the De Bortoli cellar door again to do some 
wine tasting. Sitting on the bench was a copy of the current 201 5 De 
Bortoli calendar. 

"Once I started flicking through it, I fell in love 
with the recipes all over again. So it occurred to me 
that I could try and cook the calendar in 201 5 but 
this time on my own. No one to help this year - just 
me solo." 

While the De Bortoli family instantly agreed to the 
idea and provided the matching wine as they did 
in 201 0, Rachel wondered if she was biting off more 
than she could chew when the family suggested 
posting Rachel's adventure on the official De Bortoli 
website. 

You can see how Rachel has fared so far, in glorious 
detail, by going online. For those not on the net, 
Rachel must try to recreate the recipe featured in the 
calendar. She said while some months are relatively easy, others are far 
more challenging than they appear, like getting bread crumbs to stick to 
pumpkin slices and cook it without it going soggy or getting burnt. 

" I have to confess, I have only had mixed successes so far." 

While many ingredients have been fairly simple to source, there have 
been some difficult items. She's had to track down different grades of 
gelatine, as well as elusive wild mushrooms. On another occasion she was 
stumped by a request for a smoked lemon and asked her dad to try and 
make one on his trusty Webber BBQ. 
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"Despite a fair few failures, my 'Cooking Your Calendar 201 5' project has 
been really well received and many other chefs have helped me on the 
journey," says Rachel proudly. 

"Matt Moran of ARIA has been involved, as well as Claire de Lune 
of Claire's Kitchen at Le Salon, Colin Selwood of The Cottage Scone, 
and recently Monty Koludrovic of Icebergs at Bondi. Having the interest of 
professional chefs has been quite exciting and it certainly inspires me to 
perform as a cook, no matter what recipe I am making. But at the end of 
the day, I'm just an amateur, so I try not to place myself under too much 
pressure." 

As to hosting each dinner party, there are three parts involved. Firstly, 
she writes an 'Announcement' about two weeks before a dinner party. 

"In my Announcement, I announce and describe the De Bortoli 
recipe and the matched wine for that month' introduce my guests 
and the venue and discuss any other dishes 
or aperitifs that have been contributed 
by other people, such as Aussie chefs or 
bartenders. 

"Then on the night (during my 
preparation, cooking and throughout the 
dinner party itself) I post status updates 
about my progress to Facebook and 
Instagram. 

"And that is when the De Bortoli family 
(usually Leanne De Bortoli), other chefs and 
my family and friends take part in the on-line 
social media 'conversation'. 

Rachel says she got quite a surprise in 
January when Matt Moran joined her on social 
media. In addition to the January De Bortoli recipe which was a 
simple zucchini salad, she also prepared Matt Moran's Prawn and Fish Pie 
to beef up the meal. 

"When I was cooking Matt's recipe, he watched via Facebook and made 
comments throughout the night. And he told me I'd burnt the pastry 
which was very cheeky of him - albeit true!" 

During her February dinner party, she prepared a fig tart from a recipe 


from her friend chef Colin Selwood from The Cottage 
Restaurant in Scone. It was to be the perfect finish 
to the main meal (Emeri De Bortoli's Warm Summer 
Pasta), but just before she served the pie to her 
guests, a stressed out Rachel dropped it face side 
down on the carpet. 

There's plenty of potential for future disasters with a 
yogurt panna cotta, smoked trout salad with baked ricotta and grilled 
zuchinni and a traditional rabbit casserole among the recipes yet to 
feature. But Rachel is hardly concerned. 

With double degrees in Arts and Law under her belt, and currently 
studying a Masters of Art Curatorship, Rachel has her pick of paid work. 
But, like all the best experiences in life, Rachel's cooking experiment was 
done"1 00 per cent for fun." <♦

F ormer Bathurst Regional Council Mayor and long-time Bathurst 
resident Monica Morse co-incidentally followed in the mayoral 
footsteps of her father-in-law Mr Alan Morse, Mayor of Bathurst 1 944- 
46 and 1 951-56, who in turn served as Deputy Mayor to his father-in-law.

musicians, gave the young Monica an interest in the media and she took up 
her first full time job at the BCC in London. 

Work and marriage subsequently took her to live in the Red Sea port 
town of Aden (in what is now the Yemen Arab Republic) at a time when 
the north of the country was under Hamidaddin family rule and Aden in 
the south was still under British rule. "This was total travelling adventure" 
says Monica "in some of the old parts of Aden it was as if you had been 
transported back 2,000 years in time. There were donkeys and camels and 
exotic food smells, it was just fantastic". And as if searching for a complete 
contrast in culture and lifestyle, the family's next move was to Tasmania. 
Living in Battery Point, one of Hobart's oldest and most historic areas, 
Monica sought out like-minded creative people and in her time there, 
flourished. Her love of nature and wildlife took her on camping trips and 
explorations of the pristine areas of Freycinet Peninsula, Coles Bay, Maria 
Island National Park and relished in the comfort of close family ties in north- 
west coastal town of Ulverstone "Tasmania gets into your soul" says Monica. 

Moving for a short time to Melbourne created another opportunity for 
exotic and uncharted travel this time to Papua New Guinea. Settling in Port 
Moresby her three young children embraced their'multicultural school, no 
television, outdoor at all hours, sea swimming lifestyle' Monica reflects that 
their time in PNG was a huge influence on them all "it was a very interesting 
life for the children to grow up in. They became quite resourceful." 

Looking to further her own creativity and resourcefulness led Monica 
to full time study "I felt that I needed to replenish my learning, I just 
needed to learn more things, if that makes sense". Moving to Bathurst to 
take up a place at Charles Sturt University (formerly Mitchell College of 
Advanced Education) Monica says "I loved going to study, I just loved being 
a student, I did a communications degree and I did a lot of theatre media 
and two extra majors in personnel management major and a recreation 
major. I soaked it up like blotting paper and I loved it". At the finish of her 
degree Monica commenced working for CSU's Foundation and as the CSU 
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student recruitment officer. Close working ties with the Bathurst Regional 
Council led to a position in media and events; organising the Bathurst 
leg ofthe 2000 Olympic Torch Relay, the Centenary of Federation Parade 
and countless hours of external and internal media such as the council 
newsletter (where she visited and interviewed every department and 
section ofthe council) giving her an exclusive understanding ofthe inner 
workings ofthe council. 

It was whilst working with the CSU Foundation that she met her 
husband of over 20 years Michael Morse. Well known for their very 
successful business venture Belinda's Business Centre both Michael and 
Monica have contributed enormously to public life in Bathurst."! love the 
community aspect of Bathurst so it seemed natural progression to become 
a Councillor and to stand for council." Standing on the ticket of former 
Bathurst Councillor and Mayor, now State Member for Bathurst Paul Toole 
MP, Monica was elected to council on a four year term in 2008 and elected 
mayor in 201 2. 201 5 has brought on a new role for Monica that of organiser 
and facilitator of several community events that will recognise and 
celebrate the 200th birthday of Bathurst as the first inland NSW settlement. 
Monica also continues with her role as a BRC Councillor, playing viola in the 
Bathurst Chamber Orchestra and her commitment to the Cancer Council's 
Relay for Life. 

In 1 992 Monica was diagnosed with breast cancer and two years later 
bone cancer. Monica likens her experience of dealing with cancer and the 
chemotherapy and radiotherapy that went with it, to that of learning to 
play the viola (a completely new instrument and musical key to her) after a 
severely torn finger ligament halted her lifelong violin playing and required 
her to switch to the viola if she was ever to play a stringed instrument again. 
"I think both with learning a new instrument and dealing with cancer, if you 
can actually deal with it head on and take positive steps to overcome it or 

deal with it if you put the effort in and say 'that is what I'm going to 

do, I'm going to do this and this will make me better or it will make me play 
the viola' it actually will do you good. It is the power of positive thought, 

I suppose." says Monica. "I can't sing anymore though because ofthe 
radiation. It's probably just as well!" 

Monica believes this time in her life is exciting both personally and 
professionally - enjoying her and Michael's seven grandchildren and taking 
on a major role in this year's Bathurst 200 celebration brings a sense of 
completion in honouring her family and community ties. "I think there is a 
sense of belonging in Bathurst, people are actually kinder to each other and 
there is a sense of comm unity" says Monica "It was strange and new for me 
to come to Bathurst at the time but I loved it as soon as I got here."

A Cultural 


Scott Hill, Curator at Sydney Living Museums explains why Rouse Hill House is a vital link to our past.

W hen strolling through Rouse Hill House and Farm and admiring 
the meticulously preserved rooms, it's difficult not to let your 
imagination get the better of you. Over the years, the Rouse 
and Terry families have added their own touches to the piece which has 
become a literal collage of the lives and eras of six generations and a living 
memento to some of the challenges and triumphs in our nation's history. 
World War One memorabilia, sits alongside late 1 9th century scrapbooks 
of paintings by Bessie Rouse, daughter of Richard, and early 20th century 
patterned wallpaper. One can't help but be curious about whose feet 
walked these well-trodden carpets, through centuries gone by. Whose 
words and laughter filled these rooms and whose stories were told and lives 
lived within these tall, now fading, walls. Nor can a visitor help but wonder 


at the original inhabitants reaction, had they today been able to glance out 
their deep-set, Victorian pane windows to see the view now lying below 
what was once their country homestead - four lanes of traffic on Windsor 
Road, bright sets of traffic lights, thousands of cars speeding by and a 
looming hardware store. 

The contrast is striking, so much as to be surreal. The links are hard to 
find between today's modern world and this home, so well preserved in 
its ageless beauty and finery - until a visit to the downstairs school room, 
where a 1 960s TV sits, amongst generations of family photos and antique 
rugs bringing a touch of the modern world. It is then we remember - this 
regal home is a family home, lovingly cherished for two hundred years, and 
that we are fortunate enough to be able to enjoy this legacy - one of only a

few properties in the country still boasting its original furnishings. 

Rouse Hill house was built by Richard and Elizabeth Rouse, free settlers 
who had been previously overseeing their farm at North Richmond on 
the banks of the Hawkesbury River. They were granted another 450 acres 
of land in 1816, at the spot we now call Rouse Hill. The house, situated 
high above a toll road built to provide access to the Hawkesbury, was 
originally a tollhouse, halfway between Parramatta and Windsor. The two 
storey sandstone home, built by convicts between 1 81 6 and 1 81 8, boasts 
lavish stables designed by well-known architect Horbury Hunt. To the 
back, the servants' wing bears tools used by two hundred years of hard 
working hands. It is a stately and simple building, with an elegant verandah 
wrapping around the front. Surrounded by one of Australia's oldest 
surviving original gardens and featuring wide open lawns and a classic, 
white rotunda, the home seems purpose built for entertaining guests 
and for providing a comfortable, enjoyable lifestyle for its inhabitants. The

arcade which runs through the servants' quarters can be easily imagined 
as a bustling hive of activity as the servants worked to care for the property 
and to lavishly host guests. 

One such event was the hunt lunch of 1 895, for the members of the 
Sydney Hunt Club. The property was often used for stag hunts although as 
Scott Hill, Curator at Sydney Living Museums explains, there was a strange 
pattern of interruptions to hunting plans. "The fun bit is that they were 
going to hunt a stag that had been brought out specifically, but it strangely 
escaped the night before and did a runner." Consequently, the group had 
to go and find a big hessian sack with the scent of animal - preferably one 
that the family pet dingo had been sleeping on - and drag it around the 
country side for the hounds to follow after. Appropriately, this was called a 
'drag'. Scott further explains that this wasn't a one off occurrence and that 
the hunt animals, which were usually brought in and housed especially 
for a specific hunt, often went missing the night before. One can only 
wonder whether there was a resident animal rescuer at work. Because of 
this reoccurrence, drags became a common event for the Rouse and Terry 
families. 

The Rouse family was known for hosting lavish parties, theatricals, 
concerts and recitals and counted many important people as friends. 
Australian bush poet A.B (Banjo) Paterson, is seen in this particular 
photograph and as a friend of the family, it is believed he visited the home 
on several occasions. The hunt and luncheon with its distinguished guests 
caused such a stir that the Australian Town and Country Journal reported 
on it the following week:

After a lifetime of hard work and having secured the financial and 
social future of his children, Richard Rouse passed away in 1852, aged 78, 
Elizabeth having died three years earlier. They are buried in a vault at St 
Peter's Church, Richmond. Subsequent generations continued to live in 
the home until the late 1 990s. The property is now a museum, open to 
the public by guided tour. The wealth of historical and cultural knowledge 
and experience that Rouse Hill House and Farm contributes cannot be 
overestimated and whether a visitor is interested in its botanical merits, 
historical accuracy or an opportunity to imagine, it is definitely worth a visit.

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I t's that time, and the 201 5 City of Orange Eisteddfod is gearing up to be 
one of its biggest on record. Participating has never been simpler with 
registration, programs and the syllabus now available online, but size is 
second to personal touch when ensuring that competitors can give their 
best performance and learn by watching others. 

Historically, eisteddfods were large annual festivals held in Wales where 
poetry, music and drama competitions took place under colourful tents 
in large fields. Their origin can be traced back to the 1 790s when citizens 
dressed in flowing costumes, performed flower dances and played fanfares 


to (non-pagan) romantic stories. The first National Eisteddfod of Wales was 
held in 1 861 in Aberdare, and it has since been held annually alternating 
between counties in the north and south, and occasionally in England due 
to popularity. Such is the popularity in some places like Llangollen that they 
hold their own International Musical Eisteddfod each year as well as a two 
other fringe festivals more for the locals. 

In 1 956, some Orange, NSW aldermen organized an eisteddfod but it 
was in 1980 (much later than in some other parts of NSW) that "The City 
Of Orange Eisteddfod Society" was formed, offering the three competitive

sections that we have today. Many of the early founding members held 
board positions for many years (eg. Alison Dutton was president from 1 987 
- 2002) and stayed on the committee until their retirement years later. This 
year's dedicated president Helen Croke and her experienced committee 
also have their eyes set firmly on the task of making sure that August's 
eisteddfod is one of Orange's biggest and is technologically savvy. 

By their nature of having students perform alongside peers, eisteddfods 
provide opportunities to learn new skills in competitive and non- 
competitive situations. This "doing our best"approach is also what is 
celebrated at the Schools Spectacular and it comes as no surprise that it 
is produced by The Arts Unit of the NSW Department of Education and 
Training. 

At the core of every eisteddfod is a degree of excitement and nerves 
for the committee. They are the ones who for months before hand seek 
sponsors, process entries, liase with instructors, write programs around 
school sport and exams, book the venues (up to two years in advance), 
send thank-you's, and interview and invite adjudicators. 

Each society is unique in respect to managing the different disciplines. 

In Orange there is a general committee and three sub-committees, 
where each sub-committee manages a section of competition. "The job 


of sequencing hundreds of events, providing costume change areas and 
student seating (so they can watch and learn) and managing the many little 
feet going up and down the steps," says past president and current vice- 
president Margaret Williams, "is a big one but we are very organised, and it's 
worth all the effort when you see them on the stage." 

Sponsorship is crucial to the running of the event, too, by helping with 
advertising, printing and attractive prizes. Locally, sponsors are integral 
to the success of eisteddfods and in turn they provide a wonderful 
opportunity for anyone to support education by becoming sponsors. 

There is a large amount of background work during the event and here's 
where volunteers are especially needed. Each year the Orange Eisteddfod 
hosts an afternoon tea encouraging volunteers to nominate when they 
are available. "The sub committees compile this information into rosters 
which are posted to the volunteers. As a thank you for their contribution, 
a free ticket is given to volunteers each time they work a session," explains 
Margaret. "It's a lot of fun, and you meet lots of lovely people." 

"The role of the volunteers is very important to us for they are the first 
people that competitors see. They are the face of the Eisteddfod so it's 
important that they are welcoming, supportive and encouraging to help 
make everyone feel comfortable. This makes a huge difference. It's essential 
to us that the volunteers help as much as possible in this way." 

During the Eisteddfod and around the clock members work tirelessly, 
but they can be reliably found in the Green Room or Office at the various 
venues. "We are there to give advice and to be encouraging and supportive 
to everyone - and congratulate them on their efforts," adds Margaret. 

Due to seating and suitability, the committee has for the first time 
booked the Orange Regional Conservatorium for the majority of vocal and 
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instrumental sections - full details are in the program. Musical director 
Donna Riles is encouraging of the association and says "We are very pleased 
to be able to provide this venue for the eisteddfod." 

Most of the competitors are from local and regional schools. "It is an 
advantage to country children to have so many local Eisteddfods in their 
area "Margaret says. "They can access lots of opportunities to perform 
in regional areas without having to travel to the big cities because there 
are many successful eisteddfods in this region that offer a wide range of 
sections and disciplines." 

Eisteddfods and competition-based festival committees operate 
autonomously but they can draw on the assistance of the Association of 
Eisteddfod Societies of Australia (AESA) to seek advice to help them meet 
their legal and insurance obligations or bring about suitable changes 
without compromising its members or the interests of their community. 

AESA's main aim is, via competition, to improve the skills of the 
performers involved and for them to gain confidence, poise, commitment 
and self-esteem. So it is impressive that in 201 5, with negative teen image 
messages saturating the media, that the aims of AESA are being met and 
that the popularity of Eisteddfods is on the rise. 

Another role of the AESA is to provide a source of adjudicators. "It is very 
important that we have adjudicators who can judge a range of sections," 
explains Margaret, "and who understand our policy of providing a positive 
experience for our competitors along with substantial helpful feedback." 

Sometimes one of our own is asked to fill this role. "One of Orange's past 
students who has done well, Lloyd Edge, has come back to adjudicate for 
us," Margaret says. "This has been wonderful as the children find him easy 
to relate to, and he is encouraging and offers his experience. This helps 


improve the competitor's enjoyment and expressiveness." 

It is satisfying for the committee to be in a position to reward so many 
of the performers with prizes that go towards tuition and costs. "We 
run like any business and entry fees are not enough to cover prizes and 
scholarships," explains Margaret. "In a nutshell, we need competitors, 
sponsors and volunteers to be viable, but the role of sponsorship is vital to 
us to make this as encouraging as possible." 

While ever the Eisteddfod institution remains supported by schools, 
parents, teachers and volunteers there will remain a rich culture in our 
society. No matter if our thing is hip-hop, opera, a special needs percussion 
section or strings, we all learn and grow through performance. Watching 
this happen can't help but bring joy to the soul.

DEMOLISHED WALL WERE 
REUSED IN THE KITCHEN 



A fter years living in cramped and dark units in London, Michael 

and Carla Cox knew they had to get out. But they didn't just leave 
London, they left the UK altogether and moved to Sydney where 
they immediately began the search for a country home in reach of the 
capital. 

With little knowledge of Australia, the couple, originally from NZand 
Holland respectively, simply drew a wide arc of potential real estate around 
Sydney when they arrived. They stumbled on the Hawkesbury by chance. 

"One of favourite things about the property is still the panoramic views 
across the valley and the way the light settles among the trees at various 
times of the day," explains Michael 

"I know it sounds more than a little cliche' but it feels like you are living 
in a National Geographic magazine at times when a flock of birds flies 
across the valley at sunset or sunrise." 

Surprisingly, the original house structure was built some time in the 
mid 80's, as a 'reasonably conventional four bed brick home'. 

But it began to evolve into something much more interesting when 
a seamless double height extension was added later on to provide a 
very large living area with a high vaulted ceiling. A second level was 
incorporated into the extension and is now used as a games room. 

Unlike the old single storey house the higher extension provides 
expansive views of the bush and outdoor areas from the living room and 
kitchen. 

Michael says he loves the way the lines begin to blur between the 


indoors and outdoors. Nowhere is this more apparent than when the 
bi-fold doors open out onto the wet-edge pool with its extensive outdoor 
living area. 

As the couple desired a very modern open plan feel, they built a new 
high-spec kitchen and also renovated a family bathroom and ensuite. 

In order to renovate the kitchen they had to knock there way through a 
section of the original external wall to incorporate it into the living space. 
But this had the dramatic effect of capturing the breathtaking views and 
bringing them into the kitchen. 

In a stroke of genius, Michael created a large central island from brick 
columns off the original exterior wall. The recycled bricks frame the views 
from the sink area while also acting as structural support for the floor 
above. 

Michael says renovations to the bathroom and ensuite were carried out 
within the existing spaces although the layout was changed. 

Another addition was a self-contained office that was built under the 
existing garage, allowing Michael to work from home.. 

The most important addition to the home has been the couple's three 
young boys, who could not be happier with the place they have to grown 
up in. Apart from obvious delights like a swimming pool, children's 
playground, games room and huge backyard, the peaceful lifestyle of the 
Hawkesbury is an ideal place for raising children. 

Adds Carla, "it has been a wonderful family home to us since our three 
young boys have been born. The property is very private with the house 
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hidden fronn the street" 

From the street front the house is very modest in size but opens out 
dramatically as you enter the living space with a completely different 
aspect from the other side. 

As for the garden, Carla says the grounds are reasonably low maintenance. 

"Some of the gardens we put in ourselves and ensured we only put in 
natives and hardy species that require virtually no watering." 

A couple of hours a week is required to do the mowing and a bit of 
hedging. 


"I guess you can make as much work for yourself as you want on 
acreage but having a young family and other things to keep me occupied 
I try to find a balance that works for me." 

She admits there are areas of garden she would like to improve in the 
future, but enjoys picking one or two projects a year to get stuck into.

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It isn't the biggest or most expensive 
house in Leura, but it's without doubt 
one of most interesting.

Banana Ice Cream 



One-ingredient banana ice cream is the most magical recipe I've ever 
created. Honestly, the first time I made it I was dancing around my 
kitchen, literally, singing with happiness because this really does taste 
identical to ice cream. In fact, it may even be more delicious as it has 
a smoother, creamier texture. I know it's hard to believe that frozen 
bananas can make ice cream without even having to use an ice-cream 
maker, but trust me on this one - you'll love it! I love making the classic 
version, but you can spice it up too and add frozen berries to make a 
berry flavour, or dates and almond butter to make a caramel version. 
Serves 4 


For the classic version 

8 very ripe large bananas (1 .3kg) 

For the berry version 

Vi mug frozen blueberries or 
mixed frozen berries (lOOg) 


For the caramel version 

1 2 Medjool dates, pitted 
5 tablespoons almond butter 


Peel the bananas, then chop them into thin slices. 

Place the slices in a bowl in the freezer for at least 6 hours. 

Once you're ready to make your ice cream, remove the banana slices 
from the freezer and allow them to warm up for 5 minutes or so. 

Place the slices in a food processor and blend for a minute or two, until 
the mix is totally smooth and delicious. At this point, add the frozen 
berries or dates and almond butter if you're using them and blend. 

Top tip 

Let your bananas go really over-ripe before you freeze them - it'll make 
the ice cream much smoother. This is a great way to use up old bananas 
too as they can stay frozen for weeks, so they'll be waiting for you when 
the ice cream cravings strike!

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Baked Apples with Gecenut Cream 


These baked apples were the last recipe that I did for this book, but they 
might well be my favourite. Baking the apples with cinnamon, raisins, 
coconut sugar and pecans means the apple flesh really absorbs all the 
incredible flavours from each ingredient, so every bite is bursting with 
flavour. The apples become so soft and tender too when baked, so they 
really melt in your mouth. The whole thing is then topped with a drizzle 
of coconut cream, which adds even more flavour and a lovely smooth 
texture. 

Serves 4 


For the apples 

4 red apples (I use Braeburn 
apples) 

V 3 mug raisins (125g) 

2 teaspoons ground cinnamon 
2 handfuls of pecans (50g) 

5 tablespoons coconut palm sugar 


For the coconut cream 


lOOg coconut cream 
3 tablespoons date or maple syrup 
2 tablespoons coconut palm sugar 
2 tablespoons almond butter 


Use an apple corer to take the core out of the apples so that there is a 
hole from top to bottom. 

Mix the raisins, cinnamon, pecans and coconut sugar together. 

Place the apples on a baking tray and stuff the core with the raisin mix, 
then sprinkle all of the leftover mix around the apples. 

Drizzle 6 tablespoons water over the leftovers around the apples. 

Place the apples in the oven and allow them to bake for 30 minutes, 
until they're totally soft . 

Put each apple in a bowl to serve with a scoop of the raisin mix from the 
tray, and then pour the coconut cream over everything. 

For the coconut cream 

Just before the apples finish cooking, make the coconut cream. 

Put the coconut cream in a blender with 1 0 tablespoons boiling water 
and all the other ingredients and blend until smooth. 

Top tip 

If you don't have an apple corer, then cut around the core with a knife 
and scoop out the core with a spoon.

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Classic Carrot Cake with Caramel Fresting 


This double-layered carrot cake with a creamy caramel-like icing is 
pretty special. One of the really nice things about it is that the sponge is 
very light so you feel incredibly energised after enjoying it, which I love 
- although it does mean that you'll be tempted to eat four or five slices 
in a row! 

Makes 1 cake (12 slices) 

For the cake 

2 mugs brown rice or buckwheat 
flour (400g) 

1 mug ground almonds (120g) 

2 tablespoons chia seeds 
Vs mug raisins (65g) 

2 slices of pineapple (225g) 

1 mug almond milk (300ml) 
y 2 mug maple syrup (1 50ml) 

For the cake 

Preheat the oven to 1 SOX (fan 1 60X). 

Pour the brown rice/buckwheat flour into a mixing bowl with the 
ground almonds, chia seeds and raisins. 


Place the pineapple, almond milk and maple syrup into a blender and 
blend until smooth. Once it's totally smooth, pour the mix into the 
mixing bowl with the dry ingredients. 

Next, peel and grate the carrots using the fine side of a box grater. Stir 
the carrot into the mixing bowl and ensure that it's all thoroughly mixed 
so that it forms a smooth batter. 

Grease two x 24cm cake tins with coconut oil and evenly pour the 
mixture into both. 

Bake for about 30 minutes, until the tops turn a golden brown. 

Once the cakes are cooked, remove them from the oven and leave them 
to cool for about 1 0 minutes on a cooling rack (this is really important as 
the cake finishes setting at this point). 

For the frosting 

As the cake cools, make the icing. Place everything into a blender with 4 
tablespoons water and blend until a smooth, creamy mix forms. 

Once the cakes have cooled, divide the icing between the two cakes and 
then ice the tops.

Junior Showjumping

The College each year hosts a spectacular Show Jumping 
Day in May and the 201 5 event was held on Sunday 1 0. 

President of the All Saints' College Equestrian Group, Ian Redpath 
commented: "Cold and blustery conditions welcomed the riders and 
spectators to the All Saints' College Showjumping Day 201 5. The 
unfavourable conditions did not deter the 63 young riders who travelled 
from across the Central West to compete for their schools at this annual 
event." 

Ian continued "Close to 300 individual jump rounds were ridden on 
the day and all of the riders are to be commended for the spirit in which 
they rode despite the trying conditions. The red vests of the All Saints' 
Equestrian livery certainly featured prominently during the laps of 
honour."

S hould we keep our trusty but tired old lounge 
furniture or throw it out?
